The biography of the fourth Earl 
of Clarendon, a famous Cabinet Min- 
later ot Queen Victoria's reign, which 
has just been published in London by 
Sir Herbert Maxwell, reveals that 
Queen Victoria once wrote an anony- 
mous, letter to The London Times. 
This was in April, 1864, after the 
London tradesmen had been making 
one of their periodical attacks 
against the Queen's seclusion, which, 
they said, was ruining trade.

Dr. John⸗ 
son began hia dictionary at the age 
of thirty-nine; Sir James: Murray 
was forty-two when he commenced 
bis great litework. Both were wrong 
in their caloulations as to the time the 
labor would take. Dr. Johnson had 
nu doubt“ that he could finish his 
task in three years, and when Dr, 
Adams objécted that the French Aca- 
demy of forty persons took forty 
years to complete their dictionary, 
the doctor growled out: “Sir, thus it 
is. This is the proportion. Let me 
see; forty times forty, is 1,600. As 
three to 1,600, 80 is the proportion 
of an Hnglishman to a Frenchman.” 

Dr. Johnson, during the seven 
years, poured out many other works; 
he, received but little help; he was 
troubled with bad health. He made 
many mistakes; he put into his work 
expressions of his own. likes, and 
hates, epigrammatic „and -mordant 
flashes from his on mind, such as;
